that I through such means did bring death

Lackawanna Road Sends Wire- 
less 26 Miles from Louns- 
berry to Binghamton. 


TRANSMITTED BY 110 VOLTS 


Turbine, Using Steam Power from 
Locomotive, Operates. Gener- 
ator In Baggage Car. 


The first completely successful tests of 
the 
train ‘were made on Sunday on the Dela- 
ware, Lackawarina & Western Railroad, 
when spoken messages were élearly 
heard twenty-six miles, from Lounsberry 
to Binghamton, N.Y. 

More than « year ago the Lackawanna 
made use ofthe wireless to send mes- 
sages from fixed stations to moving 
trains. The receiving apparatus could 
be operated on thirty volts, but. it re- 
quired -110° volts ‘to operate the power- 
ful transmitter needed to transmit the 
human voice through the air. 

Four months were required to’ equip @ 
train with the sending apparatus. A 
combination mail-.and. baggage car was 
remodeled in the eompany’s shops at 
Kingsland to accommodate a five horse 
power steam turbine with a generator 
belted to the turbine, taking’ 125 pounds 
of steam ‘from the ‘locomotive. In .the 
first. car next to the baggage car a 
compartment. two feet: -gix inches: by 
three feet was provided, whete the tele- 
phone » apparatus was placed. 

n conduits carried ‘the high ten- 
sion “current from the Benerator | in ane 
baggage car to the wireless 
first four cars of the train were Staines” 
with aerial wires, eighteen inches above 
the top of the cars. and from four to 
five amperes of current were produced 
for radiating purposes, -The wireless 
transmitter used on the train was the 
invention of Lee De Forest of this city, 

The train-runs daily between Hoboken 
and ‘Buffalo, and the wireless telephone 
tests have been conducted for the last 
two weeks. The first trips were made 
for the purposes of obtaining adjustment 
and directional effects.. It was not until 
last Sunday that effortc were made to 
transmit messages of a business ‘nature 
from the ‘train. Messages were tele-

L. J. Foley; Superintendent. of teéie- 
graph and wireless on the road, said‘ yes- 
terday that he expected within a few 
months to find wireless telephone .mes- 
sages sent from moving trains’ for fifty 
milés. ‘This is all.that is required for 
railroading, bécause divisional «stations 
are usually about 100 miles apart. “The 
chief advantage in railroad operation 
that would come from the use of the 
wireless telephone, Mr. Foley said, was 
in the dispatching of freight trains. At 
present freight trains must .:stop’ fre- 
quently. for: telegraphic instructions.’ ‘ 

Arrangements’ undoubtedly would. be 
made, Mr. Foley said; to enable passen- 
gers on moving trains. to talk over the 
telephone to persons at stationary tele- 
phones in large cities along the line. 

All that is necessary to give the wire- 
less ona moving train the power to 
communicate with any telephone sub- 
scriber is a wireless receiving station 
at the main telehone office in any city 
equipped with a telegraphone. The voice 
of; the person speaking from ‘the’ mov- 
ing train is registered on a phonograph 
record, and is almost instantly repro- 
duced and relayed over the telephone 
wire, The cost of telephoning, gga |

TAFT OPPOSES BAN ON ARMS 


To Cut Off Shipments Would Tend 
to Increase Standing Armaments. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 9.—Will- 
iam Howard Taft made public today a 
letter he wrote’ on Jan. 26 to Prof. Ed- 
mund von Mach of. Harvard, in. which 
the ex-President’ opposed the enacc 
ment of a law forbidding the supply of 
munitions of. war, from this country to 
the belligerent nations,- The letter was 
in answer to a‘request from Prof. von 


Mach that Mr. Taft write a letter to 
be read at a ‘‘ pepe ode meeting “’ fa- 
voring passage of the bill. introduced: b 
Senator Hitchcock Rroviding for .suc 
interdiction. The letter, which ‘was not 
read at the meeting, Mr. Taft says, fol- 
lows: 

My Dear Prof. von Mach: I have yours 
of Jan. 24. I cannot write to a’ neutrality 
meeting such a letter as you would wish.: 
I think that to interdict the supply of am- 
munition and arms from this country to 
the belligerents in the war would be: to 
adopt a policy that, would: seriously  inter- 
fere with our own welfare,’ should we ever 
be drawn into a ‘war against our will by 
the unjust invasion: of some power which 
,was fully, prepared, who would al- 
ways find us unprepared. Such a policy 
as head indicate would mean that- the 
power ich, is armed cap-a-pie would al- 
ways have’ at a disadvantage those coun- 
tries that ‘were not in such a state of. prep- 
aration. It would, therefore, lead to even 
greater pressure upon all the’ countries of 
the world than that we have seen in the 
last two decades, to. increase their arma- 
ippats, a’ result which we would all de-: 
plore. 

For this reason J cannot think that it 
would be wise to‘pass a law changing all 
the rules of pecerarranl law fore 
prevailing with respect to the sale of am- 
munition and arms to belligerents by neu 
tral countries. Nor do'l think that in the 
present vexigency it would we an act of neu- 
trality todo so, because it. would inure 
only to the benefit of one } the belliger- - 
ents.

SIGSBEE RAISED FLAG

Water Being Sold in the Streets— 
- Ancient -Church Suppressed.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 9.—The storage 


_| reservoirs for Xechimilco water, which }@ 


have a capacity of -210,000 cubic meters 
of water, are now practically dry, no 
water. having been pumped-from Xochi- 





mileo for several days past. The res- 
ervoirs, four in number, are situated at 
Molino del Rey,. near ‘Chapultepec, at 
an’ elevation of fifty meters above 
Mexico City, giving the water sufficient 
headway to carry it to the top of the 
highest houses in the Valley of Mexico. 
At present the city is chiefly dependent 
on Chapultepec Springs. which were the 
main source of supply until the erection 
of the Xochimilco plant, but as Cha- 
pultepec water. has practically no pres- 
sure, it only meets the reqtirements 
of ‘ground floor connections. 

It is maintained, however, that Cha- 
pultepec water, if husbanded, with the 
artesian supply and small contributions 
of other springs, will be sufficient 
for the city’s needs until the Xochimilco 
service is renewed, which is said to be 
a matter of a few days. Some houses 
have to get water from. public fountains, 
and the scarcity is responsible for the 
reappearance of the aguador, who in the 
old days carried earthen jars and sold 
water from. door to door.

System of National Service 


ARIOUS methods 
are _ periodically 
resorted to by cer- 
tain associations 
and combinations 
in an effort to de- 
stroy the liberty 
and right of an 
individual, manu- 
facturer or mer- 
chant. to exercise 
his own judgment 
in the conduct of 
his business and 
to restrain com- 
petition. 

Such methods 
are not only contrary to the theory of individual 
liberty guaranteed under our system of Govern- 

“ment, but also contrary to all the various laws 

enacted by Congress and the States, to insure free 
and open competition among tradespeople, for the 
protection of the consuming public. 

The recent action of the New York Retail Dry 
Goods Association in opposition to the use of 
premium advertising by means of coupons, and a 
covert. threat to boycott the products of manu- 
facturers refusing to yield to their dictation, and 
the great publicity given the same, is to my mind 
due to a failure of the few merchants who insti- 
gated such action to ,comprehend this method of 
advertising and its advantages. The _ resolution 
adopted by this association regarding the use of 
coupons or similar methods of sharing their profits 
with their customers, as a means of increasing the 
volume of their sales, not only borders on an un- 
lawful interference with the individual liberty of the 
manufacturer and merchant, but fails to rest on 
any basic principle of economy in trade. 

These merchants. take the position that it is within 
their province to refuse to sell goods in which 
coupons -are packed by. manufacturers, and that 
they have a right to initiate a nation-wide move- 
ment to prevent the further packing of coupons 
with merchandise. 


A Public Right Involved. 


There is a public right involved in the ques- 
tion of the distribution of profit-sharing coupons, 
and there is nothing more firmly established in the 
matter of the relations of business than that the 
customer has a right to receive full value for the 
money expended. It is upon the carrying out of 
this idea that business concerns, after years of ex- 
istence, come to possess what is termed “Good 
Will.” This means that they have earned the 
highest estimation of the community they serve, by 
giving their patrons full value for every dollar 
spent. When any body of merchants arrogate to 
themselves the determination of what they shall 
give to their customers, and seek to deny to them 
the right to share in the profits of the manufacturers 
through. the acquisition of coupons, these mer- 
chants are violating the ends of fair trading and are 
inviting criticism of their own organization and 
methods. 


Use of Coupon Reduces Cost to 


Consumer: 

The idea of sharing profits with customers is 
as old as the hills, and during the past twenty years 
its effectiveness has been recognized and premium 
advertising has become a~system which embraces 
the entire. nation. Why, then, do some seventeen 
dry ods stores attempt to act in concert to inter- 
fere with a recognized constitutional right and con- 
demn business methods which thousands of others 
employ? Let us see. According to the report’ of 
their committee the answer is “that the custom is 
detrimental to the interests of the retailer, as the 
cost of the coupons adds to the cost of the mer- 
chandise without increasing its value.” 

An analysis of this claim will show that the 
assertion is not in accordance with the facts. It 
is well known that very few retailers will stock the 
product of a manufacturer until a demand has been 
created for it. This demand is usually created by 
printer's ink, sampling, billboards, electric signs, 
and premium advertising. It is certainly to the 
interest of the retailer to have an article he car- 
.tiés in stock popularized, and it makes no difference 
to him if one or all the above methods are used to 
that end by the manufacturer. His profit on the 
article is controlled by competition, and is no 
smaller in one case than the other. 


What the Retailer Wants Is In- 
. creased Sales. . 

It is obvious that any retailer would prefer to 
sell the brand of soap, the wrapper on which is 
exchangeable for articles of. merchandise. if that 
brand is thereby made more popular and his sales 
will be greater than of another brand for which 
the demand’ has not been created. What, then, is 
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the difference between the wrapper.and the ‘coupon 
introduced in the wrapper? a 


The consumer is not required to pay more for 


articles containing coupons, which fact can ‘be de- 
termined by any one sufficiently interested to in- 
vestigate. No manufacturer would for one moment 
jeopardize his business by demanding a higher price 
for his product than the same could be bought for 
elsewhere without a coupon. . Therefore, if the re- 
tailer finds a larger and continuing demand for a 
coupon bearing product, it is clear that his profit 
is increased in’ proportion to the increase of his 
sales. 

Numerous articles of merchandise, the names of 
which have been household words in this’ country 
for years, have been popularized by the use of the 
coupon or premium advertising methods, and still 
show the same merit in both quality. and: quantity, 
and are selling at a lower price than they. were 
sold at when they were first put on the market. 
The profits of the manufacturer are larger because 
of the greatly increased volume of sales. 


No Other System of’ Advertising Con- 
tributes so Much to the Manufac- 
turer and His Customer, the 


Consumer. 

Another fallacious argument appears in the re- 
port of this committee, to wit: “‘that. this system 
injects a new interest (the coupon company) be- 
tween the manufacturer and the consumer, which 
draws .a profit out of a transaction to which it 
does not contribute.” 

There are and always will be interests between 
the manufacturer and the consumer. The manu- 
facturer, to make known. to the public his goods 
and popularize the same, must use some or all of 
the various agencies available for that purpose, 
such as newspaper and magazine advertising, bill- 
boards, street cars, electric signs, premium adver- 
tising, etc. The only difference is how each affects 
the consumer, his final customer. 
any agency other than profit-sharing, the amount 
so spent by-him goes into the coffers of these 
agencies without any. direct benefit to the con- 
sumer, while ifthe manufacturer. uses the profit- 
sharing system to advertise his business, the con- 
sumer who saves and redeems the coupons receives 
an article of standard merchandise of his own selec- 
tion, equal in retail value to the amount’ expended 
by the manufacturer for such system of advertising. 
The profit of the Premium’ Advertising Company: 
in the transaction is merely the small margin. left 


, after paying at wholesale cost for the merchandise 


given to the. customers of the manufacturer and 
the other expenses of conducting its. business. 


A Trade Stimulant That Protects 
Good - Will. 

Another reason advanced in the report of this 
committee is “that it creates competition between 
articles of the same sort, artificially stimulating the 
sale of goods which it may not be advantageous to 
encourage. 

‘This is a rather obscure’ sentence to the general 
public, and no ‘doubt intentionally so. It must refer 
to the manufacturer’s product marketed under. the 
retailer’s private brand. In other words, the manu- 
facturer must not compete under his.own brand with 
Kis own product under a private brand. The man- 
ufacturer’s policy of marketing his product under 
private brands has undergone a great change in 
recent years, the folly of it having been demon- 
strated time and again.. The manufacturer may 
exert himself to give the highest quality and the 
greatest quantity at the lowest price, and his entire 
output may be taken under a private brand for a year 
or so. The following season another manufacturer 
may supply this private brand, and. the first- manu- 
facturer has lost his business without recourse. The 
good will he has striven so earnestly to build up be- 
longs to someone else, and, too late, he recognizes 
the fact that good will—though intangible—is one of 
the greatest assets any manufacturer can hope to 
possess., This,.theny reduces itself ‘to a question of 
policy between the manufacturer and the retailer in 
the handling of private.brands, and the coupon enters 
into the matter only asa method used by the manu- 
facturer to. secure and retain the good will of the 
public, to which he is certainly entitled.

Larger Sales and Smaller Margin of Profit 
Slogan of Successful Manufacturers 
and Merchants of Today. 

Those merchants who oppose premium. advertising 
still cling to the worn out: theory that few sales and 
large profits.is the best basis on which to do their 
trading. ‘The world has long ago passed beyond this 
conception of business, and it is now a fixed principle 
with all manufacturers of merchandise and the dis- 
tributors that large sales and small profits spell 
success. 

The manufacturer wants to increase his sales; he 


wants to be assured of repeat orders; he wants to | 


be sure that his merchandise will be sold quickly, so 


that there willbe no chance of it becoming “shop - 


worn” or deteriorated with age on the shelves ofthe 
retailers. _ The retailer finds from experience -not , 
only increased sales, but.a distributor that is most 
economical and effective. All of these ends are 
accomplished by giving the public some share in. the 
profits of a larger annual’ business, so the manufac- 
turer. is glad to take the public into partnership and 
give them prompt dividends on their purchases of his 
g 4 ere is a recognized economic law in 
this idea.

Letters. written by Richard J. _Hart- 
man, ex-President of Tyson & Co., to 
Mrsr. Charlotte L. Mackenzie, who 
charges him with having stolen her en- 
tire fortune of $635,000, were introduced 
in evidence yesterday..at Hartman’s 
trial for grand larceny before Justice 
Weeks. Mrs. Mackenzie asserts that 
she gave Hartman the stock to get loans’ 
on it, while Hartman contends that she 
gave the stock to him to dispose of and 
invest in undertakings which he was 
promoting. 

Nearly 500 letters were received by 
Mrs. Mackenzie from Hartman, it was 
disclosed yesterday, in 1910, 1911, and 
1912, Some of these letters were ad- 
dressed ‘‘Dearie,’”” ‘‘ Sweetheart,”’ and 
in other affectionate terms. Hartman 
acknowledged that those which Assist- 
ant District Attorney Weller submitted 
yesterday were in his handwriting. 

One of the letters, written in March, 
1910, threw much light on the transac- 
tion whereby Hartman obtained from 
Mrs. Mackenzie 100 shares of United 
States Steel stock for investment in his 
enterprises, The theft of this stock is 
charged in the indictment gn which 
Hartman is on trial. The letter follows:

ALBANY, Feb. 9.—Suffragists and 
anti-suffragists took possession of dif- 
ferent: legislative halls in the Capitol 
simultaneously tonight.. In the Senate 
n= | chamber the suffragists celebrated the 
™ | adoption by both houses of their 1918 
resolution, which will permit the voters 
to pass on suffrage this Fall, while in 
the Assembly chamber the anti-suffra- 
gists inveighed against granting women 
the ballot. 

Scouts ran between the two chambers 


carrying information of the doings of 
the opposing forces. A remark made 
by Miss Lucy Price at the anti-suf- 
tragist meeting, who warned the voters 
that in granting the ballot to women, 
the ignorant as well as the educated 
would vote, brought a sharp retort from 
Mrs. Beatrice Forbes-Robertson Hale in 
the suffrage meeting. Mrs. Hale main- 
tained that whether a voter was igno- 
rant or not depended upon the point of 
view of the person passing judgment. 
Enthusiasm in both gatherings was 
high, but not intense enough to disturb 
a dozen or more women in each house 
from calmly knitting. stockings for sol- 
diers, Occasionally they would — lay 
down their knitting to applaud remarks 
of the speakers, but none of them ap- 
peared to be dropping any stitches. 
Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, at the 
suffragist meeting, expressed the belief 
that equal suftrage would be granted to 
New York women next Fall. 

“People are beginning to realize the 
weakness of the arguments against wo- 
man suffrage,” she said. “I reaily be- 
lieve that we will be granted the right 
to vote next Fall, even if we do no 
more work for the cause than we have 
done now. But we are nbdt going to quit 
at this point. 
the day of glorious victory.’’ 

Miss Alberta Hill, the only suffragfst 
in’ the Senate last week when the reso- 
lution was adopted by the upper House, 
was another speaker. 

Mrs. Alice Hill Chittenden of New 
York, at the meeting of the antis, at- 
tacked the suffrage resolution as being 
without the real support of either the 
Democratic or Republican party, al- 
though both puderesd, it in their plat- 
for 8 last Fall.

THE MORGAN PORCELAINS. 

By no process of: sophistical ar- 
gument can ‘the people of.New York 
convince. themselves that they will 
not sustain a severe loss,in the fortp- 
coming «removal from the Metropol- 
itan Museum of. Art of the Morgan 
collection of Chinese porcelains. The 
collection comprises 1,400 pieces and 
is‘not only one ‘of the largest of its 
kind in-the world, but is-unequaled 
in its: rich variety. The Altman col- 
lection of 460 pieces,- which is, now 
owned by the city and will remain: 
perpetually in the Art Museum, is in- 
comparable for its size, but the larger 
one, which now to be. dispersed, 
‘has grown under the eye of the fre- 
quenters of the Museum ‘in twenty- 
two years. Wheh the former owner, 
the late Mr. GARLAND, placed it there 
in 1893 it was half its present size; 
he increased it by the purchase of 
many rare’ specimens, and after its 
purchase by Mr. MorGan -he kept 
adding ‘to it as long as he lived. -In 
all that time it has-been regarded as 
a public possession, perhaps with too 
little - genuine ‘appreciation of Ats 
worth on the part of the majority. 
We had it,-and we felt it was our 
own. It goes now, intact, and the 
best hope we can entertain is that 
some of its rarest pieces in the 
mutations to which such an array. of 
art ceramics: must be subject may 
return, in course of time, te their old 
abode, The one thing certain is that 
an enormous collection of art ,treas- 
ures never long remains away from 
public view. 

The sudden news’ of the dispersal of 
thecollection; however, has served to 
show us that we are not quite as rich 
in art possessions as we have felt. 
Obviously the Museum could not at 
this time éompete in the market for 
the -ownership of these ceramics or 
‘any large. part of them;,. The inevt- 
table reports of the pending sale of 
ether “branches . of the..Morgan .art 
Jcoffecttons in ‘the Museum lack any 
‘dart of confirmation. Yet no disposi- 
tion of them which the. present owner 
sees fit to make can be fairly crit- 
icised. . Present economic conditions 
‘the world over may not justify the 
retention by any one owner, however 
large. his resources may be, of works 
of art appraised in the aggregate at 
from - $30,000,000 to $40,000,000. 

Once more the truth is borne upon 
us that if a man desires to make a 
public gift he-should make jt while he 
lives; but the terms of the’ Morgan 
will amply justify “the dispersal of 
the treasures if the heir feels that 
that would be the wisest course to 
follow. -Any such dispersal, however, 
is still in the dim future, and, in: the 
meantime, ‘our regret over the loss of 
the porcelains should be tempered by 
gratitude for our long possession of 
them. A. whole generation of art 
students and amateurs in New York 
has derived benefit from’ their pres- 
ence in; the Museum.

That tale may be a mere invention, or 
the cries may have been raised by one 
or a ‘few. exhausted and discouraged 
men’ not at all representative of the 
Kaiser’s armies. Thefe is, however, a 
certain plausibility about the. episode 
as recorded. 

In the first place, it has the superficial 
unlikelihood-that willful falsifiers avoid 
—the sort of improbability. that. often 
lends something of .probability—and, in 
the second, the eagerness it expresses 
for an end, any end, of a situation that 
strains. human endurance to the. break- 
ing point is perfectly understandable. 
Moreover, the story fits in with others 
that are coming-from the battlefields in 
numbers so great that they can hardly 
be all untrue. .It must be} remembered 
that for some purposes there is not much 
difference between a true story and one 
that might be true. 

This one, for instance, is quite con- 
gruous with a statement credited the 
other day to a French officer who had 
seen the brief fraternization on Christ- 
mas Day between his men and the Ger- 
mans in a nearby trench.

But bread is somehow different, 
even from other articles of food. 

Speculation in it has always been rep- 
/rehended with a peculiar bitterness, as 
involving a special wickedness, and on 
innumerable occasions ‘there has been 
manifested what seems to be an ‘in- 
stinctive feeling that the need for bread 
creates a fight to take it, by violence if 
it eannot be otherwise obtained. The 
thief who steals bread éscapes with ‘a 
light sentence, or with none at all, while 
any effort. to make. more than a,small 
profit out of its manufacture is moré 
likely to cause riots than ariything else 
shopkeepers can do. 

It is‘natural that, realizing these facts, 
the bakers are careful what they do 
about the price of bread and take great 
pains to: put as far from themselves as 
they can thé responsibility for any up- 
ward change in its accustomed price. 








HEIGHTS OF BUILDINGS. 


Ernest Flagg Says Proposed Regu- 
lation Does Not Go Far Enough. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your quotation in an .editorial article this 
morning from my statement at the recent 
hearing ‘before the Mayor on the limitation 
of the height and area of buildings places 
me in a false position, which I trust you 
will. have the goodness to correct. What 
you said I thought is the very opposite of 
what I said I thought. _I opposed the meas- 
ure on the ground that ft did not go far 
enough and would not do what many of its 
advocates expect it to do, viz.: NMmit the 
height and area of builiings within such 
bounds as would serve to check the evils 
which our! present methods of building are 
causing. 

During the last twenty years I have re- 
peatedly called attention to the ills which 
would surely follow the: unrestricted building 
of -these structures, and have suggested a 
simple plan by which their disadvantages 
might be avoided, while retainifig all that. is 
teally ‘good about them, That plan was to 
limit the general height of all buildings to 
once the width of the street, but to allow the 
building on about one-quarter 6f any plot to 
any désired height, with no other restric- 
tions than that buildings which thus -exceed 
the general height should be constructed en- 
tirely of non-inflammable material and have 
their high part set back soméwhat from the | 
street. 

My experience in* this matter has con- 


for a propér limitation of the héight and 
area. of buildings, and that is what I said 
at the heafing, while you make it appear 
that I advocated doing nothing to check’ the 
evil until more mischief is done and the sit- 
uation has become more acute. I said that 
if this proposed measure would not interfere 
with the building of such a building as the 
Singer Building, then ‘it could hardly be re- 
garded as a4 regulation to limit the height 
and area of bulldings within what would be 
thought. elsewhere ‘reasonable bounds. 

The report of the Heights of Buildings 
Commission showed that we have. few high 
buildings whén compared with the total 
number on thé island, (gne-quarter of 1 per 
cent.,) yet these few have already begun to 
cause congestion and’ many other evils. 

The ‘Heights of Buildings Commission was 
appointed to study the situation and suggest 
a remedy. Now we have the proposed rem- 
edy, and lo! it is a regulation to permit -the 
erection of the very kind of buildings which 
are causing the mischief. ERNEST FLAGG,

For in 1886 4 
young writer, imbued with German ideas, 
dared, in the vertiginous delirium caused 
by the invention. of the torpedo, to im- 
agine the following case:. ‘‘ Tomortow 
war is declared; a submarine spies a 
very rich steamer, waits for the enemy, 
and, with the greatest composure © 

mind, blows cargo, crew; and rs 
to atoms.’ But this, doctrine of naval 
warfare was hardly stated'in an article 
in the Atlas Colonial, when it was forth- 
with condemned in the most,indignant 
terms, in the name of the traditions of 
humanity, of honor, and of respect. for 
justice, which were so dear to the men 
of the French marine. In a magnificent 
article in. the Nouvelle Revue of June 1, 
1886, Admiral Bourgeois cited Clausewitz 
and von Goltz as the originators of such 
doctrines, dnd declared that ‘they could 
be accepted only by. those. who. Held, 
with the German militarists, seh war 
recognized no laws, ‘ 

And now. we have the: 
miralty officially adopting, even, against 
neutral commerce, the ‘proced which 
twenty-eight years ago the French ma- 
rine condemned, not only in its applica- 
tion, to neutral commerce but alsq even 
in its application to the commerce of an 
enemy. ‘Which .of these two judgments 
is just, which is humaiie? The public 
conscience of the neutral nations. has 
already replied to this question. When 
a cry of indignation comes from every 
breast, juridical .atgument is . super- 
fluous:. It-can: only serve ‘to show how 
completely the German procedure, which 
is already-judged inhumane by the sov- 
ereign court of public conscience, is o 
posed to the actual law in the case, 

The law of nations allows the destruc- 
tion of le prizes; it allows’ only in 
exceptional cases; if at all, the destruc- 
tion of neutral. prizes: In any ‘case, it 
is an indisputable rule that the destruc- 
tion of neither hostile nor neutral prizes 
is permitted until the crew and passen- 
gers of the ship have been taken off. 
The Institute of « International Law, 
(Heidelberg, 1887,) English: jurtepri- 
dence, (The Actaeon, 2 Dodson, 48; The 
Felicity, ibid., 381,) and American. juris- 
prudence, (Dos. Hermanos; 10 Wheaton, 
816; Zecker v. Montgomery, 13 Howard, 
498,) do not allow the destruction : of 
neutral prizes. The Declaration of Lon- 
don—not ratified, to be eure-—permits the 
destruction of a neutral prize only* in 
very exceptional circumstances, and then 
only after actual seizure. Now, the, sub- 
marine, by ite very nature being forever 
unable to seize and convoy véssels, will 
be obliged to proceed to their destruction 
forthwith. Hence ‘the: simple destruc- 
tion of a neutral prize by a submarine 
cannot be allowed. But even were it 
legal, such destruction would not be per- 
missible except, asin the case of a

hostile prize, on’ the condition of having 


placed in safety all the persons who 
were on board the vessel.‘ In every in- 
stance in which the destruction of prizes, 
whether neutral or hostile, is permitted 
by the law of nations, this regulation 
must be observed. It can be found, for 
the case of hostile. prizes, in the Manual 
of Prizes of: the Institute of International 
Law, prepared. by .the German jurist 
Bulmerineg : ‘ 

Article 50. The captor may. burn or sink 
the vessel captured after having taken off 
all the persons aboard her. , 

It can’ be found, also for the case of 


hostile -prizes, (the only:ones whose deé- 


struction it allows,)*in the Manual of the 
Laws of Maritime Warfare, adopted at 
Oxford in 1913, in the session of the. In- 
stitute of International Law, by the 
unanimous vote.of the members. present, 
and notably of. the German jurists Har- 
burger, Krauel, von Martitz, Niemeyer, 
Schucking, Triepel:

Long before Norman Bruce Ream had. 
become the man of great and varied in- 
terests as which he was known, for 
in‘this city, he had°gone through a i- 
cally American cycle of farm boy, school 
teacher, professional photographer; sol- 
dier, clerk in a country store, country 
merchant, and commission man. Thirty 
years’ ago he was “a big figure on the 
Chicago Board of |Trade, and he vas 
largely instrumental“in the erection ‘of 
the first steel: skyscraper, . the Rookery, 
in Chicago. 

Mr. Ream was born’in Somerset Coun- 
ty, Penn., on Noy, 15, 1544, of American 
stock, although his father, Levi; Ream, 
was of German extraction. “One of. his 
ancestors, John Ream, was active in the 
Revolutionary War. His mother’s fam- 
ily was :Anglo-Scotch, but been set- 
yd in New Jersey for generations. 

was. reared on his father’s farm 
fy educated in the district schools till 
he was 14, after which he taught school 
for a few months and then entered the 
County Normal School. It was at this 
-time that he took up photography, then 
in its infancy, and some of his daguerre- 
‘otypes are doubtless treasured to this 
day by the descendants of his subjects. 


Entered the Civil War at 17. 

He was 17 when thé civil war beg4n 
and at the first call of President Lin- 
coln he volunteered and went go the 
front with the»®ighty-fifth Pennsyl- 
vania. He was goon promoted through 
the’ non-commissioned ranks to First 








Lieutenant. He was engaged in the 
Peninsular cantpals under McClellan 
and was in action successively at the 
siege of Yorktown and the battles of 
Williamsburg, Savage Station, and Fair 
Oaks and participated in. the seven-days" 
fight before Richmond. He ent to 
North Caring under Gen. Postar. ee 
ticipating in the engagements - 
ton’ Bourtiweat Creek, Kingston,’ White- 
hali, and Goldsborough. 

From there he went to the Departmént 
of the South, taking part in the siege 
of Charleston in the Summer. of. 1863: 
In the battle of Whitmarsh Island in 
1864 he was severely wounded and ‘was 
sent to the hospital for three months. 
On June 16 he returned to his regiment 
just in,time for the fight at Wear. Bot- 
tom Church, near Bermuda Hundreds, 
the same day and to ‘receive a shot in 
the right leg. From that time-on he 
was hit in every engagement with the 
enemy till in August, 1864, he resigned, 
being utterly incapacitated for further 
service. 

For about a year he served as a clerk 
An @ Pennsylvania country store. In 
1866 he removed to Princeton, Ill., and 
the following year to, Osceola, Iowa, in 
‘both of which places he engaged in a 
general ‘mercantile business. In 1871 he 
went to _Chicago,where he entered on a 
‘prosperous career as ‘a live stock and 
grain commissien -merchant. The. real 
foundation of his fortune is ‘said to have 
been laid in the, famous Armour pork’ 
corner of 1879.;:'"The: Armour crowd. be-: 
gah buying pork at $6and $7 a barrel, 
and when.-the climax came .it controlled 
nearly all the pork in the world, which 
it closed out for $19 a -barrel. ‘Mr. 
Ream:acted as one of the Armour brok- 
ers in this operation, and his ‘share of 
the profits was large.

were toppling to pieces in: sympathy, 
the combination .known _as -the “ Big 
Four,’’ consisting. of Mr. -Ream, John 
Cudahy, Nathaniel Jones, and Charles 
Singer, was hastily formed, «and the 
market, being buoyed up by its -heavy 
purchases at. the hesnt of the panic, 
made after -B. R- Hutchinson had set 
the example, gradually assumed its 
normal condition. For the next: year 
the ‘* Big Four’’ virtually. controlled 
the Chicago grain and provision mar- 
kets, and the Ream fortune continued 
to increase. 

Mr. Ream had great faith in Chicago 
and invested heavily in: Chicago real 
estate, as well as in ranch property in 
the Western States. He also bought 
largely of Pullman and’ bank stocks.

TO MAKE NEW THINGS. 


Efforts to Manufacture Products 
Hitherto Imported, 


The Bureau of Standards of the De- 
partment of Commerce issued a state- 
ment yesterday telling of the progrese 
of its investigation into the utility of 
American materials for the manufacture 
of ce n articles heretofore imported 
almost entirely from Europe. The re- 
sults of the inquiry are particularly im- 
portant at the. present time owing to 
the. curtailment of imports resuiting 
from the war. The report states that 
practically all the porcelain crucibles 
and dishes used in chemical laboratories 
throu: Mg this country have been im- 
ported from Germany. Two years ago 
the clay products section of the bu 
reau undertook to ascertain whether or 
not American materials were suitable 
for the manufacture of this persersis: 

The investigation disclosed that clays 
existed in this country from which such 
wares could be made and which wefé 
équal to the foreign so far as their re- 
sistence to temperature changes is con- 
cerned, a quality absolutely essential in 
this ware, but owing to impurities in the 
clay the’ ware was defective in color. 
Recently the Clay Products section has 
developed a method of purifying the 
Clay, which makes possible the manu- 
facture of ware of good color, a detail 
important not only in this particular 
ware but in all white wares. One con- 
cern has taken up the manufacture of 
chemical porcelain, and, while the pro- 
cess is yet somewhat in the experimeh- 
tal sta) it is probable that in a short 
tim 1 varieties of such ware will be 
made in this country.

Bond Issue—Gold to Come. | 


» The outstanding feature of, the stock 
market yesterday was the sharp decline 
in Néw York Central and ‘the outstand- 
ing development in the money market 
was a further decline in exchange rates 
and the reported sale by the, Bank of 
England of $1,500,000 gold, at Ottawa for 
shipment to New York. It was various- 
ly reported that this gold would be add- 
ed to our supply of the meta] and that 
it would be set aside for the account of 
the Bank of France, as had previously 
been done with $2,000,000 obtained in. the 
New York market. In the absence.of 
specific information the expected -ar- 
rival of this gold was taken as empha- 
sizing further the condition which has 
been finding reflection in the decline in 
exchange, a condition whicn" ‘greatly 
favors the paying off of any obliga- 
tions which we still have in Europe and 
which makes it. possible for us to ab- 
sorb securities which Europe may: want 
to sell without.our being put to incon- 
venience to do so. The stock market as

the-bond market was slightly more -ac- 
tive than on Monday, and the chief 
commodity markets, grain ‘and cotton, 
again showed advances.

This New York Central issue will put 
the bond market to an interesting test. 
For one thing, it will be the largest cor- 
poration issue -put.out on- the present 
movement, and for another it approavhes 
the market from a new angle and one 
which has not so far been tested this 
year on any large scale. -It must; how- 
ever, be considered that the factors 
which have been making for a broad 
and strong bond market, if they have 
not been misjudged, are too fundament- 
al to be controlled by the market's atti- 
tude toward any single issue. Viewed 
in that light yesterday, decline in New 
York Central so far as it bore on the 
bond market was perhaps given more 
importance than it deserved. There was 
selling of bonds in anticipation of this 
impending New York Central issue, and 
that illustrated one effect which thé 
largely increasing volume of new offer- 
ing tends to exert upon prices.

Brokers Need Not Pay Tax. 

A decision of vital importance to.cot- 
ton goods brokers came to light yes- 
terday when it was learned that’ the 
Treasury Department had made a rul- 
ing to the effect that it.is not necessary 
for these brokers to put stamps on their 
sales notes, excepting in cases where 
the broker assumes the peeponstiiity 
for the enforcement of a contract. This 
decision means a saving of 10 cents on 
every sale consummated by a cotton 
goods broker, which amounts to a tidy 
sum in the course of a month. . The 
Treasury Department made.a decision 
on this point some time ago, but it was so 
involved that yp interpretation by an at- 
torney was necessary to bring out the 
definite ruling outlined above. In trade 
opinion, much credit is due to Louis 
Lowinson, a broker of this city, who was 
instrumental in having the ruling made 
clear, for the time and work. he. put in 
on this point for the general good of the 
trade. Mr. Lowinson did not care to 
discuss the subject in detail yesterday.

Dresses Are Selling Well. 

A splendid business in all kinds of 
dresses is reported in this market. 
Buyers are taking goods very liberally 
in the majority of cases, and there is 
no doubt now. of the standing of the 
Empire silhouette for Spring so far as 
the retailers are concerned. There is, 


however, some aisposition. to avoid 
ultra-wide skirts because of the oppo- 
sition of retail customers in certain 
parts of the country against a too- 
sudden transition from very narrow to 
very full skirts. Pleated, circular, and 
gathered effects lead in skirts, with the 
semi-fitted effect of the Empire period 
dominating the bodices. Most of the 
models show long, set-in sleeves, <A 
number of the models shown: make use 
of checked and striped materials as 
well as combinations of stripes and 
checks with solid colors. Black and 
white checks and stripes seem popular, 
and there is a good call reported for 
garments incorporating Roman. stripes. 
In the fabrics, taffetas, failles, gros 
de londres, coverts, eee and 
serges are best. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Duties Fixed on Apparel, Furniture, 
and Other Articles. 


Marshall Field & Co. lost yesterday 
in a novel contention raised before the 
Board of General Appraisers. The mer- 
chandise involved was imported under 
the Tariff act of 1913, and consisted of 
silk blue taffeta coats and skirts /of 
similar material. The Appraiser re- 
turned the coats and skirts as an 
entirety at 60 per cent. ad valorem as 
embroidered wearing apparel. Among 
other. claims, it was urged by the im- 
porter that the articles should not be 
returned as an entirety, since the skirts 
are not embroidered. Duty was ac- 
cordingly claimed for the skirts’ as 
silk. wearing apparel at 50 per cent. 
on the value. Judge Howell reached 
the conclusion that the goods are two- 
piece suits, and while the coat and the 
skirt may be worn separately, he ho'ds 
there was no error in considering the 
suits entireties and taking duty as 


embroiderea wearing apparel. Judge 
Cooper filed a dissenting opinion. The 
board declined to upset an assessment 
of 60 per cent. on braids, laces, and 
nets imported under the present law by 
the. same firm 

The Jordan-Marsh Company, Boston, 
secured a reversal of the action of the 
Collector in assessing marble mantels 
imported under the present tariff at 
50. per cent. ad valorém as manu- 
factures of marble. Judge Wajte says 
the importer proved that the articles 
are the work of an artist and that they 
are artistic in design and appearance. 
It was ordered that the mantels /be 
admitted at 15 per cent. as sculptures 
which are works of art. 

Julius Loewenthal & Co. were given 
duty at the rate of 50 per cent. ad 
valorem on bead trimmings imported 
under the act of 1913. The merchandise 
consisted of lamp fringes composed of 
cotton or silk braid ornamented with 
beads anditrimmings made in like man- 
ner. The shipments also included trim- 
mings composed of heads and.in part of 
silk. ornaments. The Government took 
duty at 60 per .cent. as ornaménts and 
braids not specially provided for. Judge 
Sullivan decided that these goods should 
have been returned as claimed. by the 
importer as articles not embroidered 
or appliquéd, composed in chief va'ue 

of beads not specialiy provided: for. 

B. H. Finman went before the board 
the second time with the claim that 
certain furniture was entitled to free 
entry as antique. The Collector as- 
sessed it at 35 r cent. ad valorem 
under the old tariff as manufactures of 
wood. After the first hearing the 
board ‘ overruled. the .protest, but the 
Customs Court held the board in error 
and remanded the case to the lower 
tribunal for further consideration. It 
was objected by the Government coun- 
sel that the certificate of the foreign 
seller was not in correct form, but this 
contention..the board. overruled, and 
finally reached the saneusien that duty 
exemption should be granted 

Downing;: Judae .& Co., Chicago, lost 
in the contention that, beaded bracelets 
imported. under the Dingley tariff ioe 
1897 are properly dutiable at 385 
cent. ad valorem as toys. ‘The bonrd 
decided that duty was properly taken 

at 60 per cent. as beaded arti soleg.
